The Turk- 
ish troops are entering Roumelia near 
the Bulgarian frontier.

Riots 
in 
the 
Polish 


Church.

DETROIT, Mich., Dec, 2,—At St, Al- 
bert's Polish Catholic church to-day 
both masses were drowned in the yells 
and screams of the women who packed 
the church and pelted the priests with 
chunks of dry mud, stones, etc. One of 
the new priests was attacked on the steps 
of the altar aud his priestly robes torn 
from his back by the infuriated women. 
The priests theu feared for their lives 
and, surrounded by thirty policemen, 
rau at full speed across the street to the 
priests' 
bouse, 
amid 
showers 
of 
stones and 
brickbats. 
Several 
of 
the 
rioters 
were arrested 
by 
the 
police. 
The streets became packed with 
a howling mob. At lust Father Kolasin- 
ski, the depost^d priest, appeared at the 
scene aud was instantly surrounded by 
women and childreu who kissed his 
his hands and vowed they would never 
have any priest but him. Father Kolas- 
inski persuaded them to clear the street 
and all is now quiet. 
More trouble is 
sure to follow unless the bishop restores 
Kolasinski to his charge. 


DETBOIT, Mich , D cember 1.—For 
some lime past there has been ^rouble 
at St. Albert's Polish CathoHc church 
in this city. Serious charges have 
been made against the priest. Father

The crowd was or- 
dered to disperse but refused to move 
unless the police preceded.

The women fought desperately usiuti 
umbrellas and fists vigoronsly. 
Sobs 
and shouts were mingled, and while 
some fought, others knelt on the steps 
and prayed.
